The president of the Alberta 
School Board Association 
says school districts across 
the province may re-exam¬ 
ine their kindergarten en¬ 
trance age after Elk Island 
Public Schools announced 
changes to their policy. 

On Tuesday, the school 
district, located east of Ed¬ 
monton, announced that 
beginning in the 2014/2015 
school year, children will 
have to be five years old on 
or before Dec. 31, instead of 
March 1, of the given school 
year to be eligible to start 
kindergarten. 

“It’s very possible that 
other school boards may fol¬ 
low suit,” said Jacquie Han¬ 
sen, president of the ASBA. 

Hansen said while there 
are always exceptions to the 
rule, research tends to sup¬ 
port a Dec. 31 entrance age. 

“We do have pretty good 
research in education saying 
kids born in the later part of

the year don’t do as well as 
the kids born in the earlier 
part of the year,” she said. 

In a release, Elk Island 
Public Schools stated the 
decision stems from evi¬ 
dence that children who 
begin school at an older age 
“perform better at the start 
of school, have a signifi¬ 
cantly higher rate of literacy 
development, and show 
greater improvement over 
the course of their years of 
schooling.” 

“This change to our kin¬ 
dergarten entrance age cut¬ 
off will help us provide the 
best start possible for chil¬ 
dren just beginning their 
education,” said associate 
superintendent of instruc¬ 
tional services Eileen Zim¬ 
merman in the release. 

Mark Ramsankar, 

president of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association, said 
the association wants a 


standardized Dec. 31 kinder¬ 
garten cut-off for all school 
boards across the province. 

“Our encouragement in 
this case is consistency for 
students,” he said. 

Ramsankar said he be¬ 
lieves Elk Island is “getting 
it right” by moving their 
enrolment date to Dec. 31 
and said the new entrance 
age is good news for stu¬ 
dents and eachers. 

“The challenges faced by 
the teacher becomes greater 
when the age span of the 
students increase,” he said. 

Every school district in 
the province is responsible 
for setting its own kinder¬ 
garten entrance age. Twenty- 
six of the province’s 62 
school boards use Dec. 31 as 
the cut-off for kindergarten 
enrolment. 

At both Edmonton’s pub¬ 
lic and Catholic school dis¬ 
trict, children who are four 
years of age on or before 
March 1 may register in Kin¬ 
dergarten for the upcoming 
school year. 

Edmonton Public Schools 
spokesperson Jane Ster¬ 
ling and Dana Prefontaine, 
spokesperson for Edmonton 
Catholic Schools, each said 
on Tuesday that their dis¬ 
tricts have no plans to change 
their kindergarten entrance 
age.

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Man pleads guilty to crash that killed girl

A man has pleaded guilty to 
criminal charges after his 
minivan plowed through 
the wall of a rural Alberta 
school and killed an 11-year- 
old girl. 

Richard Edward Benson 
pleaded guilty earlier this 
month in St. Paul court to 
one count of criminal neg¬ 
ligence causing death and 
two counts of criminal neg¬ 
ligence causing bodily harm. 

The 47-year-old, who re¬ 


mains in custody, has not 
yet been sentenced and is 
to appear again in court on 
Nov. 14. 

Benson’s family said ear¬ 
lier that he had a history of 
seizures and was likely hav¬ 
ing an attack when he was 
behind the wheel on Oct. 25, 
2012. 

Witnesses said the van 
was heading down a back 
alley before it smashed 
through a fence and then a 


window, diving into a lower- 
level classroom just after 
the Grade 6 French class had 
started for the day. 

The van sent students 
and desks flying as it spun 
around and pinned three 
girls underneath it. 

The girls were airlifted 
200 kilometres west to 
a hospital in Edmonton 
where one of them, Megan 
Wolitslci, died the next day.

20 th charge this year 


Edmonton

Edmonton police have 
laid 20 charges — includ¬ 
ing three criminal char¬ 
ges — this year in con¬ 
nection to children being 
left alone in vehicles.

The incident marks 
the fourth time in six 
days police have laid 
similar charges. 

On Saturday, a 59-year- 
old grandfather was 
criminally charged after 
an 11-month-old boy was 
found alone in a vehicle 
at an Edmonton dog park.

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
took exception to those 
comments and said he was 
disappointed with how the 
arena was still being debat¬ 
ed in public. 

“If I could have this deal 
I could take it to any bank 
in the world and get it fi¬ 
nanced,” he said. 

Coun. Karen Leibovici 
challenged the CRL’s op¬ 
ponents to think about the 


other projects it would fund. 

“The facts are if we don’t 
have the CRL and it doesn’t 
come from property taxes, 
how do we pay for these 
things we want to see down¬ 


town?” she said. 

Coun. Don Iveson also 
said it’s important to re¬ 
member the CRL builds a lot 
more than a hockey rink. 

“It is an innovative and 


responsible means to build 
all of downtown, not just 
the arena,” he said. 

The arena is expected to 
open in time for the hockey 
season in 2016.

Imagine carrying some 300 
pounds on your back for more 
than 2 hours at a time — gal¬ 
loping, snorting and carrying a 
rider—just like a horse. 

Now do that not just once, 
but for 300 shows this year: 
that’s the life of puppeteers 
and actors playing Joey, the 
central character in War Horse, 
a Broadway Across Canada pro¬ 
duction now in a one-weelc run 
at the Jubilee Auditorium. 

While the story focuses on 
young Albert and his horse, 
Joey in pre-First World War 
England, for the actors it’s an 
immersion in puppeteering 


and a workout like no other. 
Three-person teams of perform¬ 
ers play the head, heart and 
hind of Joey and thoroughbred 
Topthom, moving head, ears, 
body and tail of the animal 
in harmony — plus breaths, 
neighs and whinny sounds — 
it’s a feat the actors say they’re 
proud of. 

“We try to disappear on 
stage — it’s not about us,” said 
James Retter Duncan, who 
plays the head. “Within min¬ 
utes of the show starting, the 
audience can’t help but believe 
the horse is real. It’s an amaz¬ 
ing experience.” 

For native-Edmontonian 
Dayna Tietzen, who also in¬ 
habits Joey and Topthom, play¬ 
ing War Horse in Toronto and 
now in the national tour is a 
dream. 

“My parents will watch me 
opening night in Edmonton, 
and I’ll be a Joey,” said Tietzen. 
“I’m so lucky to be where I 
am.” 


Little house on the prairie may become mosque 


A new Muslim prayer cen¬ 
tre will open in the Ellerslie 
area after city councillors 
gave their blessing Monday 
night. 

The proposed prayer 
centre, in the Wernerv- 
ille neighbourhood, will 
start by using a house on 
the three-acre property for 
prayer services, but the 
community would even¬ 
tually like to build a new 
mosque on the site. 

City administration had 


recommended against the 
change and several com¬ 
munity members voiced 
concerns about noise and 
traffic, but councillors ap¬ 
proved the project. 

Syed Soharwardy, with 
the Islamic Supreme Coun¬ 
cil of Canada, said he was 
pleased city councillors 
were able to approve the 
development. 

“The Muslim population 
is growing in the Ellerslie 
area and there are mosques, 


but they are far away and 
that is why we desperately 
need a mosque in the Ellers¬ 
lie area,” he said. 

Soharwardy, said he 
understand concerns from 
residents. 

“These are valid con¬ 
cerns if I was in the neigh¬ 
bourhood I would raise the 
same concerns,” he said. 

He added that they in¬ 
tended to do everything 
possible to make them¬ 
selves part of the commun¬ 


ity. 

“We will work with our 
neighbours and make sure 
that we keep them happy 
and live as good neigh¬ 
bours,” he said.

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Thumbs up: Recycling a rousing success 



Started in 1988. 

Back when George 
Michael's Faith was 
dominating airwaves, 
Edmonton got citizens 
to believe in blue bins 


There’s no point in being mod¬ 


est about it — Edmonton is 
celebrating a quarter centuiy 
of recychng, and what Mayor 
Stephen Mandel calls “one of 
the best waste-management 
programs in the world.” 

City fathers joined Grade 6 
students from St. Catherine’s 
School at City Hall Tuesday for 
cake and kudos, and to thank 
Edmontonians for their on¬ 
going participation in its three 


residential recycling programs 
(blue box, blue bin — for multi¬ 
family units — and depots). 

In 1988, the city was the 
first major one in Canada to 
introduce curbside recychng. 
Edmonton now has 20 recyc¬ 
hng and eco-depots around 
town and a blue-bag program 
that diverts 20 per cent of 
residential waste from the 
landfill. 


“Participation is about 90 
per cent,” said Leo Girard, act¬ 
ing manager for the city’s waste 
management services. “We’ve 
got great commitment and 
enthusiasm, but there’s still 
room to grow.” Girard said ef¬ 
forts to engage schoolchildren 
through recychng programs 
for Grade 4 and Grade 9 stu¬ 
dents translates into the same 
behaviour at home. 


“I recycle all my Coke and 
water bottles,” said Grade 6 stu¬ 
dent Liwam Gaim. “I’d never 
throw that in the garbage.” 

For his leadership over a 
decade of recychng in the city, 
outgoing mayor Mandel ac¬ 
cepted a chandelier made of 
recycled plastic pop-bottle bot¬ 
toms. “Now I need a new office 
to put it in,” he said.

Fourth guard fired 
after job action 
at jail: Union 

The Alberta Union of 
Provincial Employees says a 
fourth guard involved in job 
action earlier this year at an 
Edmonton-area jail has been 
fired. 

The dismissal comes 
after three other guards who 
worked at the Fort Saskatch¬ 
ewan Correctional Centre 
northeast of the city were 
dismissed over the summer. 

The job action, which 
spanned five days, started 


April 26, when guards at the 
Edmonton Remand Centre 
refused to report for duty 
over health and safety con¬ 
cerns at the new facility. 

It then spread to other 
worksites around Alberta. 

Guy Smith, president 
of the AUPE, says in a 
release that the dismissal 
is a betrayal of a provincial 
government promise not 
to seek retribution against 
members who took part in 
the strike. 

The union says it’s griev¬ 
ing all four dismissals and 
will seek arbitration, as 
well as pursue legal action 
against the government.

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Special delivery. Drugs, 
weapons arriving in 
Canada through the mail 


Criminals are using the Can¬ 
adian postal system to transport 
illicit goods including guns, 
grenades, dangerous chemicals 
and, in one case, even a rocket 
launcher, says a newly declassi¬ 
fied RCMP report. 

Counterfeit items — from 
fake Olympic hockey sweaters 
to bogus passports — as well 
as drugs such as cocaine and 
heroin are also arriving in the 
country through Canada Post, 
says the report. 

It calls for greater collabora¬ 
tion between police and postal 
officials to detect suspect par¬ 
cels, noting legislation limits 
the ability of police to search 
and seize mail. 

“There is a diverse range 
of contraband goods being 
shipped through the Canadian 
postal system, some of which 
pose a risk to the safety of 
Canadians,” says the Novem¬ 
ber 2012 report, which draws 


on information from more 
than a dozen police forces and 
Canada’s border agency. 

Handguns, ammunition, 
brass knuckles, body armour, 
hand grenades, stun guns and 
signal jamming devices are be¬ 
ing shipped to Canada from 
abroad, says the report. 

“In one instance, a rocket 
launcher was even found en¬ 
tering through the mail.” 

The report, prepared by the 
RCMP’s criminal intelligence 
section for the organized crime 
committee of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Chiefs of Police, 
helped substantiate what chiefs 
across the country had been 
hearing anecdotally, said Bruce 
Herridge, deputy chief of York 
Regional Police in Ontario and 
co-chairman of the committee. 

“There’s probably more 
of this going on than we’re 
aware of.”

B.C. Kids’ watchdog says 
it’s a miracle abused girl 
branded ’evil’ survived 


British Columbia’s children’s 
watchdog says a girl who was 
nearly starved to death en¬ 
dured 18 months of horrific 
abuse after being branded an 
“evil child” at her grandfather’s 
home in Saskatchewan. 

Maiy Ellen Turpel-Lafond 
made the comments Tuesday 
as she released a report exam¬ 
ining the tragic treatment of a 
three-and-a-half-year-old aborig¬ 
inal girl who was moved from 
B.C. to Saskatchewan, where 
her mistreatment continued. 

Turpel-Lafond said poli¬ 
cies and standards for placing 
vulnerable children in homes 


across Canada must undergo 
reviews to better support the 
needs of kids and families. 

She said Children’s Ministry 
officials should have known 
better than to place the girl 
with a man who was known as 
a poor and abusive parent. 

“This child’s best interests 
were never taken seriously, 
and as a result she was left in 
a dangerous situation, severely 
traumatized and emotionally 
and physically injured.” 

She said it’s a miracle the 
girl, who now is eight years old, 
survived her mistreatment.

In the cool air of Tuesday 
morning, Daren Miller leaned 
his two degrees from Saint 
Maiy’s University against 
the fence around the former 
Halifax Infant’s Home and 
walked away. 

Miller, a chartered finan¬ 
cial analyst living in Calgary, 
flew to Halifax to return his 
Bachelor of Arts and Bach¬ 
elor of Commerce degrees to 
Saint Maiy’s in the wake of a 
pro-rape chant caught on 
video during frosh week. 

Hundreds of first-year 
students were led in a chant 
spelling out “young,” with 
lines like, “U is for underage, 
N is for no consent.” 

Saint Maiy’s registrar Paul 
Dixon greeted Miller and ac¬ 
cepted the degrees after they 
were placed against the fence. 

“I feel very sad having done 
it. It represented five years of 
extremely hard work,” said 
Miller, who graduated in 1995. 

The degrees will also be re¬ 
moved from his resume, Mil¬ 
ler said, because he wanted 
to distance himself from the 
culture of misogyny at the 
university. 

Miller called for Saint 
Maiy’s president Colin Dodds 
to step down on Tuesday, and 


have the school hire someone 
with experience handling 
“damaged reputations,” say¬ 
ing a culture shift can only 
happen with “change at the 
top.” 

“The university respects 
his right to protest,” said uni¬ 
versity spokesperson Steve 
Proctor, who added Miller had 
turned down Dodd’s invita¬ 
tion of a private meeting. 


Miller said despite his own 
feelings, turning over the de¬ 
grees was also to stand with 
those who feel “marginalized” 
at Saint Mary’s, and with vic¬ 
tims of sexual abuse across 
the countiy. 

“For me, this will go away,” 
Miller said. “For ... someone 
who has been abused, that 
will live with them their en¬ 
tire lives.” 


Miller said he is “under no 
illusion” that rape jokes and 
sexist behavior are just a Hali¬ 
fax problem. 

“My idea of Canada does 
not include this rape culture. I 
was absolutely shocked to see 
something like this in 2013,” 
Miller said. “I think men need 
to understand, particularly 
on a campus scene, that no 
means no.”

Before being elected presi¬ 
dent of France, Jacques Chirac 
was mayor of Paris. That illus¬ 
trates the power of the post. 
And as the current mayor, so¬ 
cialist Bertrand Delanoe, pre¬ 
pares to step down, the race 
to succeed him is heating up. 

It’s attracting more atten¬ 
tion than usual as all the 
candidates are women. Polls 
place Delanoe’s deputy, Anne 
Hidalgo, as favourite. But 
neclc-and-neck is Nathalie 
Kosciuslco-Morizet, a 40-year- 
old ex-minister in Nicolas Sar¬ 
kozy’s cabinet. Rounding out 
the power trio is Green leader 
Cecile Duflot, a minister in 
Francois Hollande’s cabinet. 
Rachida Dati, Sarkozy’s glam¬ 
orous former justice minister, 
has dropped out of the race. 

Hidalgo, 54, suggests that 
the all-female race — the first- 
ever for a major political post 
in France — is no big deal. 
“Parisians love being one step 
ahead,” she tells Metro. 

Because the mayoral 
seat is considered one of 
France’s most powerful of¬ 
fices — a springboard to the 
presidency — this election, 
due in March 2014, is unique. 
“This race is unusual because 
the candidates are not house¬ 
hold names,” explains Phil¬ 
ippe Marliere, a professor of 
French politics at University 
College London. 

“Hidalgo is seen as a good 
manager, but she’s neither well- 
known nor charismatic. But 
many famous names were al¬ 
ready in major posts, and when 
it became clear that Hidalgo 
would run, the conservative 
UMP party picked Kosciusko- 
Morizet — also lesser-known.” 

As the election campaign 
starts, voters can expect the 
temperature to rise. Hidalgo’s 
supporters see NKM’s upper- 
class background as a liabil¬ 
ity, whereas NKM’s team will 
brand Hidalgo a tired Paris 
City Hall insider. Chirac’s wife,

Debate over minority 
rights. Government 
says it will potentially 
amend plan before it’s 
tabled as a bill this fall 


The Parti Quebecois says it 
could amend its controversial 
values charter based on public 
input it receives before submit¬ 
ting the minority-accommoda¬ 
tion plan to the legislature. 

The comments come one 
week after the release of the 
PQ government’s proposals, 
which has touched off an acri¬ 
monious debate on minority 
rights. 

That promise to listen, and 
potentially amend the religion 
plan before it’s tabled as a bill 
this fall, echoes statements 
from the PQ during the sum¬ 
mer. 

“We’re looking at ways to 
improve the proposal,” said 
Quebec’s minister responsible 
for Montreal, Jean-Francois 
Lisee, on Tuesday. 

“We’re listening. It’s been 


less than one week, we’re ask¬ 
ing people to participate and 
well take these into considera¬ 
tion.” 

He offered no details on 
what the potential changes 
might look like. 

Because the current plan 
has no opposition support the 
minority government could 
either water it down, split it 
in half or preserve the entire 
thing for use in an election 
campaign. 

As it stands, the govern¬ 
ment is still defending the plan 
in its current form. Lisee called 
it “modem and progressive” 
and on Tuesday compared the 
wearing of religious garb to 
political slogans — which is 
forbidden for public servants. 

“We have already estab¬ 
lished (public servants’) neu¬ 
trality for other beliefs,” Lisee 
said. 

“Individual freedom to tell 
the world that they are pacifist 
or environmentalist or vege¬ 
tarian or in favour of oil sands 
stops at the Quebec public ser¬ 
vice’s door.” 

Lisee said the same actors

The former Navy reservist 
who killed 12 people at the 
Washington Navy Yard had 
been hearing voices and was 
undergoing treatment in 
the weeks before the shoot¬ 
ing rampage, but was not 
stripped of his security clear¬ 
ance, officials said Tuesday. 

Aaron Alexis, a 34-year- 
old information technology 
employee with a defence 
contractor, used a valid pass 
to get into the highly secured 
installation Monday morning 
and started firing inside a 
building, the FBI said. He was 
killed in a gun battle with 
police. 

The motive for the mass 
shooting — the deadliest on 
a militaiy installation in the 
U.S. since the attack at Fort 
Hood, Texas, in 2009 — was 
a mystery, investigators said. 

U.S. law enforcement 
officials told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that there was no 
known connection to terror¬ 
ism and that investigators 
have found no manifesto or 
other writings suggesting a 
political or religious motive. 

Alexis had been suffering 
a host of serious mental 
problems, including para¬ 
noia and a sleep disorder, 
and had been hearing voices 



in his head, according to the 
officials, who spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity because 
the criminal investigation 
was still going on. 

He had been treated since 
August by Veterans Affairs, 
the officials said. 

The Navy had not declared 
him mentally unfit, which 
would have rescinded a se¬ 
curity clearance Alexis had 
from his earlier time in the 
Navy Reserve. 

The assault is likely to 
raise more questions about 
the adequacy of the back¬ 
ground checks done on con¬ 
tract employees and others 
who are issued security clear¬ 


ances — an issue that came 
up most recently with Na¬ 
tional Security Agency leaker 
Edward Snowden, an IT em¬ 
ployee with a government 
contractor. 

Navy Secretary Ray Mabus 
ordered two security reviews 
Tuesday to look at how well 
the Navy protects its bases 
and how accurately it screens 
its workers. A senior defence 
official also said Defence Sec¬ 
retary Chuck Hagel intends 
to order a review of physical 
security and access at all de¬ 
partment installations world¬ 
wide. 

In the hours after the 
Navy Yard attack, a profile 
of Alexis began coming into 
focus. 

A Buddhist convert who 
had also had flare-ups of 
rage, Alexis, a black man 
who grew up in New York 
City and whose last known 
address was in Fort Worth, 
Texas, complained about the 
Navy and being a victim of 
discrimination. He also had 
run-ins with the law over 
shootings in 2004 and 2010 
in Texas and Seattle, and was 
ticketed for disorderly con¬ 
duct after being thrown out 
of a metro Atlanta nightclub

Trustee Robert Reach says 
the appointment is unneces- 
saiy because he represents 
the interests of all creditors, 
including the victims of the de¬ 
railment and those who filed 
class-action suits in Illinois. He 
adds that recognizing the com¬ 
mittee would increase costs 
and “sap what limited resour¬ 
ces of the debtor exist.”

Iran re-blocks social media after technical* glitch 


Word of the opening of Iran’s 
blocked social media sites was 
spread, of course, by social 
media itself, with celebratoiy 
tweets and breathless Faceboolc 
posts. 

Hours later, the same sites 
Tuesday chewed over the so¬ 
bering fact that the four-year- 
old firewalls were back in place. 


Iran’s Internet overseers 
blamed a “technical” glitch on 
the brief window to the web. 

But others interpreted the 
seesaw events as signs of grow¬ 
ing internal struggles between 
the moderate-leaning President 
Hasan Rouhani, who has prom¬ 
ised to ease Iran’s cyber-censor- 
ship, and hard-liners in the 


Islamic establishment who see 
no benefit in lifting restrictions 
intended to foil potential polit¬ 
ical opponents and reformists. 

The window allowed users 
to access banned sites such as 
Twitter and Faceboolc directly 
rather than having to use proxy 
servers that bypass Iranian con¬ 
trols.

British quiz shows are more interesting 
than North American quiz shows because 
they’re not exercises in crass one-upmanship 
for cash, not that there’s anything wrong with that. But QI 
understands the true beauty of trivia. Once you know that 
Italy’s biggest business is the Mafia, accounting for $178 billion 
a year and seven per cent of that country’s GDP, you will hold 
your own wherever you sit at the table. 


Trivia is important because “everyone is entitled to their 
own opinions, but they are not entitled to their own facts” ac¬ 
cording to legendary U.S. Senator Daniel Patrick Moynihan 
(1927-2003), which is the epigraph at the outset of1,227 Facts.

Aziz Ansari. Comedian 
aims to hit a deeper 
chord with audiences 
in his newest set, 
which will headline 
Toronto’s JFL42 festival 


Have you heard the one about 
the Indian comic? Because 
Aziz Ansari has — and he’s 
pretty bored with it. 

After enduring some 
racially inspired jabs at the 
hands of some of comedy’s 
top stars for Comedy Cen¬ 
tral’s recent roast of bleaiy- 
eyed James Franco, Ansari 
took his turn at the dais and 
shooting back, with his trade¬ 
mark earnestness: “I think 
it’s so cool that some of you 
guys were able to travel back 
in time to 1995 for some of 
those Indian jokes you did. 
That’s so cool!” 

“Even with the sitcoms 
these days, it’s people like me 
or Mindy Kaling and others 
— there’s no 7-11 jokes or 
anything like that. I think 
the culture really has moved 
beyond that stuff, and that’s 
why it was kind of jarring to 
hear those kinds of jokes and 
it’s like, ‘Really, you’re really 
going to go there with this; 
you think that stuff is rel¬ 
evant anymore?”’ he said in 
an interview. 

He’s certainly been around 
the stand-up circuit long 
enough, too — 12 sneaky 
years for the comedian with 
the boyish features and the 
contagious on-stage excit¬ 
ability, who has risen to fame 


by stealing scenes in the NBC 
comedy Parks and Recreation 
as the cad Tom Haverford, 
and in the 2009 Judd Apatow 
vehicle Funny People. 

Now, he’s set to headline 
Toronto’s JFL42 comedy fes¬ 
tival, which will mark one of 
the first large-venue crowds 
that will see his new, still- 
untitled hour of comedy, 
exploring love in the time 
of technology — an issue in 
which, he says, he has some 
expertise. 

“It’s what I’m dealing with 
in my life — dating, trying to 
find someone, maybe not try¬ 
ing to find someone,” said the 
30-year-old. “I write my stand- 
up about whatever’s consum¬ 
ing my head and when I was 
writing this stuff, that’s what 
I was doing a lot. 

“It was like, ‘Man, this is 
such a weird time to be a per¬ 
son trying to find love. It’s a 
veiy frustrating time in a lot of 
ways.’ And it’s struck a chord, 
with both men and women.” 

While his previous sets 
featured more standard com¬ 
edic observations — stories 
about his North Carolina 
upbringing, about the time¬ 
sucking properties of the In¬ 
ternet, and the hijinlcs of his 
wide-eyed little cousin Harris 
— he calls this set his most 
difficult yet, aiming to spew 
his emotional guts while 
busting his audience’s too. 

“(With this set) I really 
tried to hit in a deeper way 
than I did with the other 
shows. This one, I’m really 
tiying to do something dif¬ 
ferent and I think I pull it off, 
but we’ll see.”

New movie. Hugh

In this weekend’s movie 
Prisoners a father, played by 
Hugh Jackman, kidnaps the 
man he thinks abducted his 
daughter and her young best 
friend. 

It’s a classic case of vigi¬ 
lante justice, a practice an¬ 
other movie character, Foxy 
Brown, called “as American 
as apple pie.” 

It’s also illegal, dangerous 
and morally unsound, but 
that doesn’t stop Hollywood 
from featuring vigilantes in 
their stories. 

Comic books have sup¬ 


plied the movies with vigi¬ 
lantes for years. 

According to comicbook- 
movie.com, “It is import¬ 
ant to state one truth,” they 
write, “(and) that is, all comic 
book heroes, unless sanc¬ 


tioned by the government, 
are vigilantes.” 

That’s a wide group that 
includes, among others, Bat¬ 
man, Spider-Man and Iron 
Man. 

Lesser known is Ror¬ 


schach, the anti-hero of the 
graphic novel The Watchmen 
and played by Jackie Earle 
Haley in the movie of the 
same name. 

He’s a masked crime fight¬ 
er who believes in only good

In the movie The Watchmen 


and evil. This black-and-white 
morality drives his ruthless 
need to punish evil-doers at 
all costs. 

“Were it not for costumed 
vigilantism,” says the actor, 
“He’d have nothing.” 

Rorschach is effective and 
lethal, but Paul Kersey didn’t 
wear a costume to earn his 
star on the Vigilante Walk of 
Fame. 

As played by Charles Bron¬ 
son in five Death Wish mov¬ 
ies, he cleaned up the streets 
with an efficiency that would 
make the Watchmen envious. 

In the original 1974 film 
Kersey is an architect driven 
to taking the law into his own 
hands following the brutal 
murder of his wife. 

“If the police don’t de¬ 


fend us,” he says, “maybe we 
ought to do it ourselves.” 

Star Bronson was quick to 
say that he didn’t “advocate 
anyone taking the law into 
their own hands,” but knew 
that the Death Wish movies 
were popular because, “Audi¬ 
ences like to see the bad guys 
get their comeuppance.” 

Harry Brown is a gritty 
Gran Torino with British ac¬ 
cents and a dash of Death 
Wish. 

Michael Caine plays the 
title character as High Noon’s 
Gary Cooper, but instead of 
being set on the wide open 
plain, the action in this 
Teabag Western takes place 
in the urban terrain of the 
Elephant and Castle section 
of London. 

“This movie changed me,” 
Caine said. 

“I started out thinking, 
‘Let’s go out and make a 
movie about killing all these 
scumbags,’ and then I met 
these people and realized 
they were helpless, just as 
much as the victims, and they 
had been neglected and they 
need help.”

Even though Rick Ross lost 
his deal with Reebolc this 
year, the Miami-based rapper 
continues to sport and pro¬ 
mote the sneaker brand. 

“I’m still supporting Ree- 
bolc. I’m still wearing Ree- 
bolc,” he said in an interview 
last week. “It’s nothing more 
than that. I’ve been wearing 
Reebolc my whole life ... Still 
got nothing but love for Ree- 
bolc.”

It’s 
just an array of things I’ve 
learned from him outside of 
music, like handling busi¬ 
ness and money. ...I come 
from down South where I 
want the music, bass and the 
beats that shake the walls. 
Hov talked to me about 
performing (and) what live 
music brings to the table. 

This is your label’s third 
compilation album and it 
mainly features you, Wale 
and Meek Mill.

It’s impossible to capture 
such an immense city in one 
story so I’ll keep this focused 
on Hollywood and downtown 
Los Angeles, which has seen 
an incredible resurgence. 

Sleeping 

The Roosevelt, a Thompson 
property, was home to the 
first Academy Awards cere¬ 
mony, which lasted only 
minutes (if only it were still 
the case). Marilyn Monroe 
often did photo shoots at 
the pool and used to sleep 
there regularly, amongst 
other things. There’s a cool, 
old-fashioned, two-lane 
bowling alley in a funky 
upstairs bar, an airy, Span- 
ish-loolcing lobby and fun, 
modern rooms. Prices in 
October from $299. Down¬ 
town, The Standard offers a 
chic rooftop bar and rooms 
from $225. There’s also the 
sleek Ritz Carlton, part of 
the L.A. Live entertainment 
complex. There’s a beauti¬ 
ful pool and bar on the 26th 
floor and a Wolfgang Puck 
restaurant. Rooms in Octo¬ 
ber from $419. 

Dining 

Try Public at the Roosevelt 
in Hollywood for grilled 
octopus or even rabbit, 
served in a bright room with 
diamond-tufted banquettes 
and lots of dark wood. The 


burgers at the hotel burger 
bar, called 25 Degrees, have 
been voted L.A.’s best many 
times. They also serve up a 
chocolate milkshake with, 
um, Guinness.

Drinking 

The Library Bar at The Roos- 
velt is a tiny spot with dark 
wood and zebra-striped 
chairs. Bartenders have 
locally grown herbs on 
the counter and will mix a 
drink to your taste. I had 
bourbon with lemon and 
rosemary that was fresh 
and flavourful. Just down 
the road, Musso and Frank 
is known for both steaks 
and perfectly dry martinis 
served in an old-time set¬ 
ting. There’s a cool rooftop 
spot at Perch on Hill Street, 
complete with fireplaces. 
(Hey, it can get cold in L.A.

Durham is a quick drive from 
Raleigh, and both movie and 
sports fans shouldn’t miss the 
Historic Durham Athletic Park, 
where much of the Bull Dur¬ 
ham action was shot. 

Catch Durham’s chilled-out 
vibe in the ultra-hip American 
Tobacco Historic District — 
factories that once supported 
America’s tobacco industry 
now house a collection of 
shops, restaurants and bars. 

Tyler’s Taproom is a must, 
with 60 craft and specialty im¬ 
port beers on tap including a 
selection from Fullsteam Brew- 
eiy, a “plow to pint” breweiy 
that uses local produce — such 
as sweet potatoes, figs and basil 
— to make its beers. 

Indulge yourself at Four 
Square Restaurant set in a 
charming Victorian house; chef 
Shane Ingram relies heavily on 
local farmers and changes the 
menu bi-monthly to reflect the 
freshest seasonal products. 

Where to stay: The King’s 
Daughters Inn combines the 
intimacy of a B&B with the lux¬ 
urious touches of a high-end 
hotel, from gourmet breakfasts 
(think: eggnog pancakes), even¬ 
ing wine and scotch, and a turn-

Setting it straight 


He has never been knocked 
down or taken down in his UFC 
career. His one loss was in real¬ 
ity a win, with his injured op¬ 
ponent needing surgeiy after¬ 
wards. 

Light-heavyweight cham¬ 
pion Jon (Bones) Jones became 
the IIFC’s youngest-ever cham¬ 
pion in March 2011 when, at 
23 years and eight months, he 
defeated Mauricio (Shogun) Rua 
at UFC 128. 

Now 26, Jones is the undis¬ 
puted pound-for-pound king 
of mixed martial arts. And the 
American continues to rewrite 
the record book. 


Jones (18-1) has lost just 
one round in his 13-fight UFC 
career. And the 205-pounder 
made former champion Lyoto 
(The Dragon) Machida pay for 
that first round at UFC 140 in 
Toronto, locking on a standing 
guillotine choke in the second 
round before dropping the un¬ 
conscious Brazilian onto the 
canvas with a thud. 

On Saturday, Sweden’s Alex¬ 
ander (The Mauler) Gustafsson 
becomes the latest to attempt 
to derail Jones when the two 
face off at UFC 165 at Toronto’s 
Air Canada Centre. It will be 
Jones’ third championship 


fight in the Ontario capital. 

At six-foot-five, Gustafsson 
(15-1) is a rare fighter who is 
taller than the six-four Jones. 

A perhaps over-enthusiastic 
UFC TV promo calls the Swede 
“the toughest test of (Jones’) ca¬ 
reer.” The bookies aren’t buying 
it, installing Jones as anything 
from a 7-1 to 12-1 favourite. 

Jones is tied for most con¬ 
secutive title defences (five) 
and most finishes (nine) in UFC 
light-heavyweight histoiy. He 
already holds the record for 
most submissions (five) by a 
light-heavyweight.

With nearly endless combina¬ 
tions of powertrains, features 
and cab choices, you would be 
hard-pressed to find two identi¬ 
cal pickup trucks on the road. 

That’s certainly the case 
with General Motors’ light- 
duty cousins — the Chevrolet 
Silverado and GMC Sierra — 
although both share the same 
basic structure and running 
gear. For 2014, each continues 
with its own style and attitude, 
although the “attitude” part is 
hard to define, exactly. 

While Chevrolet positions 
the Silverado as a kind of 
middle-ground pickup for both 
work and play, in the Sierra’s 
case those virtues are distinctly 
separated. More basic GMC 
models accentuate the “Profes¬ 
sional Grade” tag and the pitch 
is directed at buyers who rely

on their pickups to earn a liv¬ 
ing. At the opposite end of the 
scale is the Sierra Denali sub¬ 
brand that places a much high¬ 
er value on coddling content. 

In either case, the Sierra’s 
primary identification point 
can be spotted in your rearview 
mirror. The entire front end, 
including grille, headlights, 
bumper and in-your-face GMC 
logo, are more massive than be¬ 
fore and in total make a bolder 
statement than the Silverado 
does.

Fuel Economy 


Mated to a standard six-speed 
automatic transmission, fuel 
consumption is reduced to 
11.91/100 km in the city and 
8.4 om the highway (previ¬ 
ously 13.7/9.1). V8 choices 
consist of a new 5.3-litre unit 
with 355 horses and 383 
pound-feet, up from 315/335,

Sierra’s weight in check, the 
V6 and V8 engines also benefit. 

All use aluminum cylinder 
blocks and incorporate direct 
injection, whereby fuel is force- 
fed into the cylinders under 
high pressure.

The 6.2 is standard in the 
Sierra Denali, which has 
as a rather substantial list 
of content. Unique 20-inch 
chrome wheels adorn the 
exterior, while wood and 
leather (including heated 
and cooled front seats) coat 
interior surfaces.

Competing with the Honda 
Civic, Ford Focus, Mazda 3 
and other compact models, 
the Kia Forte launched for 
2010 and quickly grew into 
a model range consisting of 
a standard four-door sedan, 
high-utility “Forte 5” five- 
door hatch and a sporty two- 
door ‘Koup’ model. With an 
eye for value, the Forte ap¬ 
pealed highly for its combina¬ 
tion of generous standard 
equipment, relatively low 
pricing and decent-all around 
performance, mileage and 
safety implements. Note that 
Forte nomenclature sees the 
‘LX’ trim applied to more 
basic models, with ‘EX’ and 
‘EX’ representing mid and up- 
level grades. “Plus” and “Lux- 
uiy” packages added even 
more feature content. 


Common issues 



CONTRIBUTED 


Forte looks like a solid 
used-car bet, but numerous 
owner’s forum discussions 
suggest that transmission 
issues will be the most likely 
problems on a used model. 
Start your manual-equipped 
Kia Forte test-drive with 
a check of the clutch and 
shifter—ensuring there’s no 
slipping from the clutch and 
that the shifter moves freely 
between all gears with no 
issue. Some drivers have re¬ 
ported manual transmissions 
that like to ‘stick’ into gear or 
become hard to shift. Further, 
some owners of models with 
automatic transmissions re¬ 
port slipping, jerking or other¬ 


wise rough behavior from the 
gearbox as well. In the later 
case, a reprogramming of the 
transmission computer at a 
Kia dealer may fix the issue. 
Insist on driving the model 
you’re considering from a cold 
start, ensuring it hasn’t been 
pre-warmed ahead of your 
arrival. Be sure the stereo 
system, and satellite radio (if 
equipped) are functioning 
properly, and double-check 
proper operation of all steer¬ 
ing-wheel mounted controls. 
Finally ‘listen’ to and ‘feel’ the 
suspension for signs of un¬ 
wanted noise and sensations, 
which could indicate the need 
for some suspension work. 


What owners like 


O Owner-stated likes 
include styling, both 
inside and out, a 
great list of stan¬ 
dard features, decent fuel 
economy and a nice steering 
feel. Braking performance, 
especially on the Koup 
model, is also noted, as is 
general performance. Forte 
5 owners typically comment 
positively on a great price-to- 
space ratio. 


What owners dislike 


O On models with a 
manual transmis¬ 
sion, many owners 
complain of a fake, 
vague and ‘delayed’ 
feeling to the electronic 
throttle. Other complaints 
include a ‘cheap’ feeling to 
some interior trim and lim¬ 
ited headroom for taller driv¬ 
ers. Finally, some complain 
of squeaks and rattles as the 
vehicle ages. 


Engine 


© All models got a 

four-cylinder engine 
displacing 2.0 or 2.4 
litres and making 
156 or 173 horse¬ 
power. Look for manual or 
automatic transmissions 
with up to six gears, 
depending on the model 
selected. All were front- 
wheel drive. 


The verdict 


A healthy used model 
that’s free of transmission 
issues should prove an 
affordable way to access 
a sporty, well-equipped 
and high-value motoring 
experience. The most 
commonly-reported issues 
with the Kia Forte should 
be easily identified on a 
test-drive, if present.

Automakers have consist¬ 
ently worked to get more 
power out of smaller en¬ 
gines, but an upcoming 
BMW model may take the 
crown. The i8, a sports mod¬ 
el planned for sale in Can¬ 
ada next year, accelerates 
to 100 km/h in 4.5 seconds 
and can reach 250 km/h— 
and it’s a hybrid with only a 
three-cylinder engine. 

I had an exclusive op¬ 
portunity to drive a heavily- 
disguised model at the com¬ 
pany’s test track in France, 
where the i8 proved it can 
run on electricity alone in 
the city, or hold its own at 
high speeds with some of the 
best of today’s conventional 
competitors. 

“We need the ability for 
emission-free driving,” says 
Dr. Carsten Breitfeld, vice- 
president of BMW and direc¬ 
tor of the i8 program. “There 
will be a clear need for eveiy 
powertrain in the future to 
reduce fuel consumption at 
its maximum.” 

The i8 combines a var¬ 
iety of technologies. Its front 
wheels are powered by an 
electric motor, mated to a 
two-speed transmission that 
the car uses when running 
on batteiy only. After it’s re¬ 
charged by plugging into a 
wall, the i8 can run almost 
silently for 35 1cm on elec¬ 
tricity. That’s primarily for

city use, but it can reach 120 
km/h on the batteiy alone. 

The rear wheels are pow¬ 
ered by a turbocharged 
1.5-litre three-cylinder en¬ 
gine, with a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. During 
regular and performance 
driving, the i8 uses a com¬ 
bination of electricity and 
gasoline, using regenerative 
braking to recharge the bat¬ 
tery while driving. The gas 
and electric systems, work¬ 
ing together, produce 362 
horsepower and 420 lb-ft of 
torque, comparable to what 
some eight-cylinder engines 
make. 

Since both axles have 
their own power source, the 
i8 is all-wheel drive, which 
improves its handling. Elec¬ 
tric motors make their power 
right away, while gasoline 
engines have to rev up. BMW 
solves this disparity with a 
small, high-voltage electric 
motor at the rear, which can 
provide additional power to 
the rear axle on acceleration 
to synchronize it with the 
front wheels. 

To offset the heavy power- 
train and batteiy, the i8 is 
made exclusively of light¬ 
weight materials, including 
an aluminum chassis, carbon 
fibre body, and plastic pan¬ 
els. The entire car weighs 
about 1,490 kg. 

“What we put into the 
electric motor, we cut out 
of the (gasoline) engine,” 
Breitfeld says. “The smaller 
engine gives smaller fuel con¬ 
sumption, while the electric 
motor makes it dynamic.”

This past Sunday marked the 
30th anniversaiy of British Car 
Day Held eveiy third Sunday in 
September at Ontario’s Bronte 
Creek Provincial Park, Brit¬ 
ish Car Day has been for some 
time now the largest single day 
gathering of British vehicular 
diversity in North America — 
about 1,000 vehicles and their 
servants manage to make the 
scene eveiy year. 

In other words, it’s the dog’s 
bollocks, brilliant, jolly good, 
etc., and I was chuffed to bits 
to make it out again, though 
a last minute family matter al¬ 
most threw a spanner into the 
works. Okay that’s bloody it for 
the British slang; now on to a 
couple of the cool vehicles that 
caught my eye this year... 

Venessa Koch is not technic¬ 
ally a car, British or otherwise, 
but she probably had her pic¬ 
ture taken more than anything 
else on the field this year. She 
is not technically a Transformer 
either, but she sure looked like 
one. For her culminating thesis 
for her Theatre Production de¬ 
gree from Ryerson University 
she created a costume that 
starts out as a DeLorean auto¬ 
mobile and ends up like a ro¬ 
bot. It is awesome. The school 
gave her an A-plus, and the On¬ 
tario DeLorean Owners’ Club 
awarded her Associate Member 
status. “I’m also their official 




mascot,” said Koch, who was 
parked alongside other DeLor- 
eans in the DeLorean row, and 
performed many “transforma¬ 
tions” during the day. 

Like a lot of DeLorean en¬ 
thusiasts, she got the bug from 
the time-traveling DeLorean in 
the film, Back to the Future. 
“I’ve been in love with that 
car since I was 10.” It took her 
about eight months to make 
the DeLorean transformer cos¬ 
tume. It wasn’t easy. She noted 
that unlike Optimus Prime, she 
actually has a spine that can’t 
be folded several times. 

The DeLorean contingent 
seemed to be having the most 
fim. They seemed younger than 
the Jag and Rolls crowds, for ex¬ 
ample, and their cars were the 
only ones there with faux Flux 
Capacitors. DeLoreans were 
made for only two years (1981 
and 1982), in a plant located in 


Belfast, Northern Ireland. 

Only slightly larger than 
Vanessa Koch was the Berkley 
SE328, owned by William Pat¬ 
terson of East Aurora, New 
York. At just a smidgen over 
three metres long, the front- 
drive Berkeley is the world’s 
smallest production sports car. 
Patterson’s SE328 model is fit¬ 
ted with a 328-cc two-strolce 
motorcycle engine, good for 18 
horsepower. Patterson is over 
six feet tall, and when I asked 
him to get behind the wheel 
for a photo, he said sure, and 
then took about a minute to 
complete the manoeuvre. “You 
don’t jump in and out of this 
thing on whim,” said Patterson, 
“it’s a commitment.” A commit¬ 
ment to having a bit of fim, I 
thought later, when he took off 
for the day, in a cloud of two- 
strolce smoke and a cacophony 
of mechanical noises.

There’s an interesting irony 
when it comes to things that are 
“high tech.” It’s that they’re only 
high tech for a brief time. Soon, 
they become run-of-the mill, or 
are surpassed as the competi¬ 
tion attempts the dreaded “leap 
frog” that turns the latest and 
greatest into yesterday’s news. 

In this respect, Chevrolet’s 
biggest gamble wasn’t building 
the Volt electric car, it was the 
potential of being dramatically 
upstaged. Since the Volt came 
to market for the 2011 model 
year, that hasn’t happened, but 
there are all sorts of plug-in hy¬ 
brids coming on stream that 
mesh vaiying forms of gas and 
electric power in an attempt 
to nab buyers who have either 
become entirely fed up with 
gas prices, or those who want 
to make a smaller dent in the 
environment when it comes to 
emissions. 

A recent $5,100 price cut

in Canada to about $38,500 
(including destination char¬ 
ges) reflects the competitive 
nature of this segment and 
recognizes that efficient non¬ 
electric vehicles are entering 
the market for substantially 
less money. With some prov¬ 
incial tax credits knocking as 
much as $8,000 more off the 
price, the Volt is more tempt¬ 
ing. But how does it work? And 
how does it work in real driv¬ 
ing situations? 

To find out, I treated my 
wife, Lisa Calvi, to an early- 
fall road trip in New England, 
where back roads and small 
towns are alive with crisp mor¬ 
nings and the onset of splen¬ 
did fall foliage. 

The meandering route 
would run about 720 kilo¬ 
metres from Burlington, Vt., 
to Bar Harbor, Me. There were 
a few kilometres of Interstate, 
but the Volt would spend most 
of its time on secondaiy roads. 

The basis of the car’s mo¬ 
bility is a 149-horse electric 
motor. The large T-shaped bat- 
teiy below the floor provides 
enough juice to get the stylish 
four-passenger sedan about 
40 real-world kilometres, 
maximum, at which point an 
onboard 1.4-litre gasoline en¬ 
gine fires up to generate the 
electricity to extend the range 
another 400 kilometres or so. 
Now, I don’t really know about 
the term “range extending” 
since most vehicles can outdo 
this Chevy for overall distance 
on a tank of gas, but in the con¬ 
text of other electric cars on 
the market with limited range, 
such as the Nissan Leaf, I guess 
the term “range extending” 
will do. 

Although the gas engine 
adds significant weight and 
cost to the car, this is some¬ 
what offset by the elimination 
of that nasty side effect typical 
of electric vehicles: range anx¬ 
iety. No pesky feelings in the

pit of your stomach that you 
are running out of propulsion 
and the only way to get it back 
is to find a place to plug in and 
wait hours until the batteiy is 
recharged. 

Fact is the Volt’s main com¬

Lisa and I fly into Burling¬ 
ton, Vt., and pick up the Ciystal 
Red Volt.

It’s peppy, quiet, comfortable 
and handles surprisingly well 
on the back roads. 

That night, after plugging 
into a 110-volt outlet in the 
parking lot, we discuss our 
options over dinner. We have 
never driven to the top of New 
Hampshire’s Mount Washing¬ 
ton, although I’ve seen those 
This car climbed Mount Wash¬ 
ington” bumper stickers for 
decades. It’s the highest peak 
in the U.S. northeast at about 
2,000 metres in elevation. 

The next morning we pass 
on the many activities avail¬ 
able at the cozy Topnotch Re¬ 
sort. So much for the horse¬ 
back riding, hikes, the com 
maze or getting pampered at 
the resort’s full service spa. 

We’re off, and half way to 


our overnight destination I 
realize the Volt’s gas-powered 
generator has taken over and I 
didn’t even notice. Turn down 
the prerequisite road-trip 
companion XM Radio and I 
can hear — and feel — the en¬ 
gine buzz up at times. It revs 
according to power demand, 
sometimes fast and sometimes 
slowly. 

We eventually make our 
way to Whitefield to check into 
the Mountain View Grand Re¬ 
sort and Spa, just northwest of 
Mount Washington. This spec¬ 
tacularly massive hotel built in 
1865 is just the kind of place to 
check into on a road trip. Pow¬ 
ered by wind, the grand hotel 
was revived a dozen years ago 
after sitting vacant for 16 years. 
And there’s an axe-throwing 
field in the front yard, which 
we try out. Lisa appears to have 
an untapped talent, so I’m on 
my guard the rest of the night. 

The next day, we need to 
drive about 400 kilometres to 
get to Bar Harbor on the Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean. Who cares if we can 
only get half way up Mount

Washington because of freez¬ 
ing rain and icy roads. Despite 
all the kilometres I’ve driven 
in my fife setting around-the- 
world records, the Volt has 
taught this old road warrior a 
few new tricks.

Test Drive. The 2013/14 
Mitsubishi Mirage 


Mitsubishi claims to have 
taken a fresh approach with its 
latest all-new Mirage city car. 

The Mirage supermini is 
replacing the Colt model 
in Europe and the Japanese 
manufacturer has set out to 
create a no-nonsense, light¬ 
weight, efficient — it’s the 
most aerodynamic vehicle in 
its class — and cheerful little 
runabout that offers great 
value for money. 

At 845 kg it’s very light¬ 
weight — the lightest in its 
segment — and the 1.2 litre 
three-cylinder engine of our 
test car ensures excellent 
fuel economy figures of just 
4.1 litres per 100 1cm with 
emissions of just 96g/lcm. 

Available with a choice of 
engines — a very frugal 1.0 
litre petrol or a slightly less 
frugal but more powerful 1.2 
litre three-cylinder engine, 
the 1.0 litre unit outputs 
71PS while the 1.2 variant 
outputs 80PS. Outside it’s 
certainly stylish enough, 
inside the cabin feels sur¬ 
prisingly roomy and com¬ 
fortable, if conservative in 
design terms. 

The clever three-bar ‘Eco 
Drive Assist’ readout in the 
display in front of you shows 
you how economically you 
are driving. It becomes quite 
addictive ensuring you get as 
many green lights illumin¬ 
ated as possible. The Mit¬ 
subishi Mirage is definitely 
a city runabout for our cash- 
strapped, fuel price-spilced 
times but is it any good to 
drive? 


Exterior 

It’s quite a handsome little car 
if a little generic-looking. The 
design allows the driver to see 
the front of the bonnet, for 
easier manoeuvring in town. 

Interior 

The clean and simple ‘Zen-lilce’ 
design of the interior is cer¬ 
tainly practical but the interior 
plastics are hard and the cabin 
is dull to look at. It’s not at all 
exciting or interesting. 

Performance 

There’s no doubt about it 
this is a veiy easy car to drive 
though it isn’t veiy exciting. 
We found the unusual noise of 
the three-cylinder engine to be 
quite agreeable at low speeds 
and happily remote on the 
motorway. 

Best thing 

Overall the car feels like an 
honest little vehicle and is 
charming in its own way. It 
feels quite spacious and the 
235 litre boot is really quite 
generous for a small car like 
this. 

Worst thing 

Around town the ride can be a 
Httle crashy and at speed - on 
the motorway - the Mirage 
interior becomes quite noisy as 
a result of too much wind and 
road noise.

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Avoid bitter taste of buying secondhand ‘lemon’ 


Contradictions. Despite 
a fear of buying 
unsound vehicle survey 
reveals many buyers 
will ignore necessary 
consumer protections 


Getting stuck with a ‘lemon’ is 
the No. 1 fear Ontario car buy¬ 
ers have when purchasing a 


used vehicle privately. Yet as¬ 
tonishingly probably in a bid 
to save money many are will¬ 
ing to take the risk and forgo 
all consumer protections. 

A recent survey commis¬ 
sioned by OMVIC (Ontario Mo¬ 
tor Vehicle Industry Council), 
Ontario’s motor vehicle sales 
regulator, revealed that 59 per 
cent of used car purchasers said 
their biggest fear when buy¬ 
ing privately would be to get a 


mechanically unsound vehicle 
that is expensive to repair. 

Ironically, 43 per cent said 
that knowing consumer pro¬ 
tection is only available at an 
Ontario-registered dealership 
would have no impact on 
where they buy the next time. 

“It seems there’s a discon¬ 
nect between car buyers’ emo¬ 
tions and decision-making,” 
observes OMVIC Manager 
of Communications Terry 


O’Keefe. “Ontarians fear buy¬ 
ing a ‘lemon,’ and yet many 
will buy where they have no 
protection and little recourse in 
the event of a problem. When 
you consider the large amounts 
of money often involved in car 
purchases, it’s puzzling that so 
many consumers seemingly 
give so little thought to their 
legal rights and protections.”

• All-in price advertising with 
no hidden fees 

• Mandatoiy full disclosure of a 
vehicle’s past use, histoiy and 
condition 

• Cancellation or rescission 
rights if specified information 
is not disclosed 

• Access to the Motor Vehicle 
Dealers Compensation Fund. 

“When you buy a car pri¬ 
vately, you don’t have access 
to any of this consumer pro¬ 
tection,” O’Keefe continues. 
“If something goes wrong in 
a private transaction, or when 
dealing with a curbsider, you’re 
unfortunately on your own.” 

Curbsiders are unlicensed 
dealers who commonly pose 
as private sellers. Often the 
vehicles they sell are accident- 
damaged, misrepresented or 
odometer-tampered. 

“Consumers really need to 
learn their rights and when 
they apply,” O’Keefe explains. 
“At least if you buy from a regis-
